FRED METZ, SR., 1S DEAD

End Comes at Five Minunten Past Three
Thin Morning, After n Line

Fred Mete, sr., died at five minutes past
A o'clock thin wmorning, after a lingering
iness

Fredepick Metz, sr., achieved success in
lHfe by his own persigtent efforts, not bav-
Ing enjoyed the advantages of wenlth and
| Influence nat the outset of his  business
carcer. His Immense business and large
fortune came to him only through the hard-
eal Kind of work and the sirictest appliva-
tior: of his natural abilities to the ac-
complishment of his plans. From a poor
emigrant without a dollar in his pocket he
becamn not only a prosperous  business
man, but an influential factor in the up-
butlding of the community fn which he
Hved
Mr. Mele was born ut Hossel-Unesel, Ger-
many, in 1832, and was educated to the
profersion of forester in hiz native elty,
Not taking kindly te hlas avoestion he re-
solved to week his fortune o a new business
nud In a pew ocountry, and when he was
but 10 yeurs of age he set out for America
In o salling veesel, After holng tossed
about by the Atlantic waves for sixty-five
days he landed at New Orleans with noth-
fng but & counterfeit dollar in his pocket
and without knowing just where or how
to turn for a Hyvellhood., He spent but a
few months in the Crescent City, during
which he managed to live by taking odd
Jobs, and then went to $t. Louis, where he
gecured a position as clerk In a dry goods
ptore at & salary of §8 o month.

In 1%57 he oame to Nebraska and en-
gaged in the mercantile business at Belle-
vie with DPeter Bartels, remunining there
until 1862, Mr. Bartels had gone to Den-
ver, Colo,, and sent word back to his parts
ner that riches were in prospect there. Mr.
Metz hurriedly pucked his belonglugs into
A tvo-horse wagon ond with his own family
and that of Mr. BHartels started overland for
Depver. After spending two yenrs in Colo-
rado and not having realized his dreams
of the wenlth to be picked up there, Mr
Metz doclded to return to Nebraska,

He had been thrifty, If not thriving, and
whoen he arrived in Omahs early in 1864 he
had sufficient means to purchase & half
interest In a one-horse brewery. 1o later
vears Mr. Metz always roferred to his first
Omaha venture ag a one-horse brewery for
the very good reason that it was operateil
with one-horse power at the time It was
gtarted. His brother Phillp was his partner
In the early days of the busines: and it
wae thelr custom to deliver thelr product
to local dealers In a wheelbarrow. When
nn order would be recelved at the brewery
the goods would be lfted onto the barrow
and one of the proprietors would then
wheel it to the customer without any seem-
Ing loas of dignity.

It was by such devotion as this to the
detalls of his husinesa that Frederlek Meis
succeeded in gradually bullding up one of
the Inrgest brewing concerns west of tho
Missourl river. The firm name for many
vears waa Motz & Bro, then Motz Bros.
and & few years ago the business passed
to the present corporation, known as the
Metz Bros, Brewing company and com-
posed of Mr. Metz and his four sons, Al
though the father was the president of the
corporation, he has unot taken an
| part In the busineas for twelve years.
| Although Mr. Metz never sought political
| preferment, he was vent to the stote senate
from Douglas county in 1871 and agaln
In 1585, In 1886 he was elecied preosident lal
elector on the Bryan ticket amd war selectod
by his collengues to carry the vote of the
state to Washipgton

Mr. Metz wons slwavs foremost in publie
movements and devoted much of his thme
and money to furthering the interests of
Owabn. His name vould always be found
among subseribers to funds for carrying out
public undertakings and hoe gave lberally
to charltles of all kinds

He was oue of the organizers of the
Omaba Turners’ soclety end for years took
n most sctive part In lts work He also
belonged to many other state and local
organlzations,

The lust years of Mr, Metg's lite were
| passed in comfortable retivement and In

the pleasures afforded by occasional trips
to his old home In Germuuy. At the time
he was siricken with his last Hness he
wits tuking an active part o the organlza -
tion of the Old Settlers’ Association of
Omaha

Mp. Metz was married in 1856 10 Loulsa
Beate Gessor o 8t Louls, She was born
and rearsd there and departed this Ve in
1872, leaving u family of Ave sops and two
